DESERT OUTPOST . 

Imagine the pemonneFa B*r»TbJ* aa 
ttwv waited with eager anlicipaUoa to 
sec the new commandant. Mat from 
Britain's Colonial Headquarters, step off 
the now-silent passenger aeroplane (row 
Nairobi. 

The Commandant had been ordered 
by the "home offke" to charter an aero- 
plane, fly to Mombasa, thence to Nairobi. 
and Anally to his destination. Mabo- 
(Tavai. Shading their eyes froaa the 
glare of the mid-day son, high In the 
zenith, they watched a slight flgrnre 
emerge and alljrht from the aeroplane. 
GroanlnR, they mistook the oBcer for 
an ajtcd man. 

The lieutenant, stepping forward, to 
bestow upon the wretch, the customary 
greeting*, received a viotail surprise, 
which left him Raping qoile uneordialry. 
Into Ihe eves of a very beautiful young 
woman. Likewise, the members of the 
K-arrison around him were dumbfounded. 
Quickly recovering his apparently for- 
gotten manners, he introduced the young 
commandant to lb stall members with 
many an extra flourish, as was after- 
ward remarked, than was usually neces- 
sarv. 

ln*Wt. ihe delighted Englishmen 
ordered ■ feast in her honour, whose 
name, incidentally, (hey quickly .found 
i ut to be Mia* Margarette MeNaughton. 



It had been about four ▼cart since any 
of them bad seen a white woman, and 
as naitirally they were in high spirit* 

Their revelry, how ever, was soon dis- 
pelled. A group of German tourist*, it 
seemed, had formerly passed through 
Kenva, examining everything as they 
went, and now a great German air raid 
was expected any day. 

News had been received from London 
to have in readiness all air raid precau- 
tions. 

With the generous help of her offi- 
cers, very willingly give*, Margarette 
accomplished, under the admiring eyes 
of every soldier, in a very abort time, 
the full precautions expected. 

No sooner had they finished, and calm 
seated o>~er the village, (the lull before 
the storm) the lax of wartime precau- 
tions and activities, than a message, an 
Imperatively urgent warning from Mom- 
basa, later relayed by Nairobi, was de- 
ciphered. 

"Eighteen enemy bombers, escorted 
by fighters, and led by reconnaissance 
aeroplanes, on their way!" 

Quickly the peaceful village was 
awakened into a beehive of activity. Un- 
der ihe skillful and clever directions of 
'heir leader, no pandemonium reigned 
and everything was rapidly made ready. 

The aeroplanes, a later dispatch an-

uuunced, were headed inlo (he interior, 
destination unknown, but all equipment 
should he readily pat into action. 

Four Spitfire.-., hurriedl* Rett Imm 
Nairobi, arrived in the early afternoon, 
fifteen minutes before the German aero- 
planes. The five Hurricanes already 
the worst Tor wear, Mabu-t-'lavai's only 
aerial defense, W tfl speedily rolled out. 
ready for n hrsty take-off. 

Then, after everything tru in readi- 
seas, air mid shelters opened, nimou- 
flagvd hangar do»rs closed, buildings, 
huts, etc., deserted, the heart-rending 
waiting . . . waiting, straining nf ears 
and eyes to hear the menacing drone, 
rumble like distant thunder, the ap- 
proach of heavy bombers, and see the 
huge steel monsters shining in the wan- 
ing sun, appear overhead. 

Margarelte continued her rounds, 
even when. the "take cover" .sirens blew 
and A.R.P. Wardens ushered everyone 
off i he nearly deserted streets, and 
warning her and a few other fori mem- 
bers to take cover, hastily sought it 
themselves. 



Margarelte. accompanied by the lieu- 
tenant, went out and bid a swift fare- 
well to the pilot*, and air crew, boarding 
the waiting planes. Margantle watched 
their young faces, races of men, yet oaty 
mere boys. They told a story. Eager 
to anticipate in a fight, they clambered 
Into the cockpits, ready to disperse the 
death ■ dealing enemies, perhaps die 
themselves, or, if God wilted it. to come 
back weary and oil-begrimed, step oat 
of (he aeroplanes, have a short nap, 
he»p clear up the ruins, and call it a days 
work. 

With a mighty roar they slid from 
the field, soared inlo the heavens above, 
circled and waited, like hawks, or vul- 
tures, waiting for an ansaspeellngprey. 

Perhaps they themselves would be 
the prey, quite likely, — how could they, 
with nine aircraft, fight off thirtv-odd 
superior craft? But thev had superior 



* 
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brains, courage, «nd fionour, along with 
good -sportsmanship on their side. Sure- 
ly they could outwit the foe! 

The next hour, which seemed like i 
year, added at least ten years to every- 
one a life, was one of terror, horrible 
realities, and crime at its worse 

One of the largest air raid shelters 
was demolished by a direct hit. A doien 
bleeding, mangled bodies were quicklv 
uncovered and first-aid applied, to which 
only three responded, the rest being be- 
yond human help. 

Most of the buildings lay in utter ruin, 
five German Messerseh mitts 108 lay 
burning in a distant field. Eight Ger- 
man fliers, bailed out. were hurried Into 
a "belter. One R.A.K. aeroplane, use- 
lessly damaged, landed safely, the in- 
jured pilot was helped to the nearest aid 
centre. 

Margarette, like a modem Florence 
Nightingale, shunned Ihe shelters, and 
tended mercifully the wounded, sick and 
maimed. 

When finally Ihe "all-clear" signal 
screeched and wailed its welcome 
message, people tumhled out (if shelters. 
and -,li>od. with distuning Byes and en- 



raptured silence, with upturned face*, 
to the sky, watching the descending, 
battered R.A.F. planes, and the reced- 
ing German aircraft, diminished to five, 
crestfallen aeroplanes. The rest hnd 
gone to their graves on Rrilish territory. 
There was no "retreat" that night.

Everybody thought It best to leave the 
now worn and uttered flajr flying all 
night. It was one of the things not 
demolished. The symbol of our liberty! 

Later, at the "hist pant." the solemn 
"Desert Outpost." mourned its dead. 
One hundred and twenty-live fliers, forty 
civilians, twenty soldiers, and the rest 
natives. 

A sad and great total for such a small 
village. - With courageous Margarette, 
I think, as their leader, no nutter how 
hard the enemy hit, with such brave 
Englishmen at their head, the "Desert 
Outpost" will succeed!
